TRIBAL CHAIRMAN PAUL JONES NAMES ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 

A new advisory committee was chosen by Navajo Tri¬ 
bal Chairman Paul Jones. This committee was selected 
from a list of nominees from nine reservation areas. Mr. 
Jones was given this power to name the committee by the 
council. The advisory committee is made up of nine mem¬ 
bers. It meets frequently. Its duty is to screen measures 
to be presented to the regular council. In addition it is 
authorized by the council to handle other tribal business.

By this time I am sure you have learned of the 
untimely death of a former Sherman student, Oscar Howe. 

Oscar, in company with three other boys, was travel¬ 
ing 80 miles an hour on a wet pavement after dork 
when the cor struck a tree head on. The accident resulted 
in the death of Oscar, the loss to one boy of the sight 
of his eye, and injuries to the other two boys. 

I am enclosing pictures of the accident and Oscar's 
funeral. 1 om doing this for two reasons: first, because 
I know that if you were not present ot the funeral you

This tragic accident has been o severe blow to all of 
us here at Sherman and I am sure you feel also a 
personal loss in the death of Oscar. I wish it had been 
possible for each of you boys to hove gone to the 
hospital at Corona with Mr. Samons, Mr. Smith, Mr. 
Barker and myself immediately after the accident oc¬ 
curred to see your fellow class mates stretched out in 
on unconscious condition with their bodies cut, bruised 
and bleeding. You would have been impressed even 
more with the absolute necessity of careful driving at 
all times. 

I sincerely hope that this might serve as a bitter 
lesson to each and every one of us.

PRACTICAL NURSE SCHOOL 

A practical nurse school has been set up in Albuquer¬ 
que, New Mexico. The faculty arrived in February. A 
building was remodeled to be used as classrooms. 

The girls orrived in March. There were thirty. A se¬ 
cond group will arrive this fall. 

These girls are from North and South Dakota, Minne¬ 
sota, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas, Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

This is the only school to train practical nurses op¬ 
erated by the Bureau of Indian Affairs. It was located 
at Fort Sill, Lawton, Oklahoma. However it was moved 
because there not enough hospital patients to give girls 
proper on-the-job troining. Albuquerque has many hospi-

These man-made geysers of mud and water are part 
of a 25 explosion pattern. They provide geologists with a 
record of rock layers. These layers may be thousands of 
feet beneath the surface. The blasts all go off at once. 
They send shock waves deep into the earth. The waves 
bounce off one or rnore layers. Such reflected waves are 
recorded as little marks on a photographic tape. The 
record of the shots can locate places where oil might 
be found. Oil is actually discovered only by drilling wells. 
Pattern shooting is a new method in the endless quest for 
new oil fields.

The Tribal Courts are located at Fort Defiance, Ship- 
rock, Crownpoint and Tuba City. During March they 


handled 427 cases of criminal nature and 48 of civil 
nature. A total of $5,557.50 was collected from vio¬ 
lators. This collections was in forms of fines, etc. 

The Navajo police made investigations into 23 auto¬ 
mobile accidents. Two’of these had fatilities.

DIARRHEA 
By Dr. Margolis 

Diarrhea causes more babies to die than any other 
disease. With this disease a baby has watery stools dr 
bowl movements. If the baby begins to have more 
than five bowel movements in a day it probably has 
diarrheo. Also, if the bowel movement gets like water 
and shoots out of the rectum with force the probability 
is that it has diarrhea. Should there be blood in the 
bowel movement the mother should take special notice. 
Blood is a sign of a certain kind of diarrhea. It is very im- 
portont to get the baby to a hospital. If the boby does 
not receive proper teament he will soon lose all the

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water from his body. This will cause him not to get well. 

Diarrhea like TB is caused by a tiny little germ This 
germ con easily be seen under a powerful glass or 
microscope. There are several germs that cause diarrhea. 
Only a few of the common ones can be studied now. 
One is called the dysentery germ. It looks like a long 
smooth blue worm under the glass. It causes the stools 
to have blood and pus in them. 

It grows in the wall of the guts. It makes the wall 
of the guts to get red and have sores. These score then 
bleed. Typhoid fever germ is another germ that causes 
diarrhea. This germ is only half as long as the dysentery 
germ. It has a paler color. However, it is easy to re¬ 
cognize by the shape and color of it. Typhoid germs 
make a much deeper and larger hole in the wall of 
the guts. These holes or scores take much longer to heal. 

In the past it took a longer time to heal than now. 
Today we have a new medicine that can kill these germs 
fast. It was developed only four years ago. Typhoid 
germs will get into the blood from scores in the guts. 
Then they travel over the body. When the typhoid 
germs gets in the blood with the poison it carries a 
person will get bad chills. With a chill a person may 
shake all over. There is another germ that causes diar¬ 
rhea. It is the virus germ. This is the germ that causes 
hundreds of babies to die in the Navajo country every 
year. This germ looks like a small dot under the power¬ 
ful gloss.

NAVAJO HORSE CASE REVERSED 

Lost year a group of Navajos had their horses shot by 
government officials. These officials were from tl^e 
Bureau of Land Management. The officials said the 
Navajos did not supervise their animals. That is their 
horses were grazing untended. In addition the govern¬ 
ment said the Navajos failed to do anything even after 
warned. As the result the animals were killed. 

The case was taken to the U. S. District Judge Willis 
W. Ritter in Salt Lake City, Utah. It was decided that 
the government should pay $100,000 for the horses 
destroyed. However, recently the 10th U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed the decision.
